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RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 



As was discussed in the telephonic interview of 08 May 2006, JP 1 1-59733, 
previously cited by the applicant, does show an interference fit between the tubes 3 and 
the inside surface of the corner posts 2 within which tubes 3 are disposed is achieved 
through the use of rubber elements 20. Accordingly, this reference provides extrinsic 
evidence to support of the use of interference fits in corner posts and the equivalence of 
interference fits and adhesive bonding in corner post assemblies. 

Additionally, the rejection of claim 24 under 35 USC 103(a) is again reiterated. 
Applicant's admitted prior art, AAPA, of Fig. 1 shows a corner post with beads on each 
of the two legs 4 which comprise the corner post. The longitudinal interior passages of 
the corner post of AAPA remain despite the formation of beads in the corner post. 
Tanaka JP 7276543 discloses how the longitudinal interior passages of a corner post 
can be reinforced by the inclusion of a tube(s) within the longitudinal interior passages. 
Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to include 
tubes within the longitudinal interior passages of AAPA so as to reinforce the corner 
post.
